SILK SH@ULD BE PLENTIFUL 


Crop of Wild Cocoons Is Announced 
as One of the Best That Has 
Been Produced. | 


According to the most reliable es- 
timates procurable the 1918 autumn | 
crop of wild cocoons—those produc- 
ing the silk from which all pongee | 
fabrics are woven—in southeastern 
Manchuria exceeds that of 1917 by 
3 1-3 per cent and is more than 
twice as large as the corresponding 
crop of 1916. 

The 1918 autumn crop is esti- 
mated at 62,000 baskets, of 40,000 
cocoons to the basket, and the qual- | 
ity of the silk produced is stated to | 
be quite good. Tha prevailing price 
during the first week in October has | 
been 1.20 taels per 1,000 cocoons, as | 
compared with 1.50 taels during the 
same period ip 1917. At current 
rates of exchange the value of the | 
crop as estimated is, in terms of 
United States currency, approxi- 
mately $3,745,000.

U.S.LIQUORLIGENSE 
SALES TO END JULY 


Official Says Federal Permits Will 
Not Be Sold Unless New 
Laws Are Made 


San Francisco,—Licenses for the sale 
of any kind of liquor will not be issued 
by the bureau of internal revenue after 
July 1, unless new laws are enacted in 
the meantime, according to Internal 
Revenue Collector Justus S. Wardell. 

Inquiries concerning the status of 
beer and wine have been received by 
the bureau following the president's 


It is generally conceded that the 
fate of all distilled liquors is sealed, 
in the opinion of Wardell, and there is 
litle hope among dealers in that class 
of goods. 

“All federal licenses expire July 1," 


said Wardell recently. “If the agri- 
cultural act is revised or stricken from 
the statutes there will still be no pro- 
vision for the issuance of license to 
sell distilled liquors.” 

In discussing the situation a member 
of the Wholesale Liquor Dealers’ As- 
sociation said: 

“California is on hey last 10,000 bar- 
rels of distilled liquor, The president's 
message spells doom for whiskey. There 
will be no legislation looking to the 
granting of permission for the sale of 
this class of goods.” 

Officials of the California Wet Fed- 
eration and the Allied Interests, an or- 
ganization composed of representatives 
of twenty or more industries, which 
would virtually be put out of business 
by the operation of a bone dry law, ex- 
pressed satisfaction over the presi- 
dent’s recommendation that congress 
repeal war-time prohibition, 

“The president could scarcely have 
done otherwise,” said Frank G. Roney 
of the Wet Federation, “in view of the 
fact that there now exists no reason- 
able pretext for enforcing a war-time 
prohibitory measure. 

“If congress takes no formal action 
the president may proclaim the war 
over and demobilization complete, an 
action that would automatically dis 
; pose of war-time prohibition.” 

Roney said that the action of the 
president would not cause a Tapse in 
the activities of the wet interests with 
regerd to the circulation of the two 
referendum petitions in California 
against the ratification by the legis- 
lature of the Sheppard amendment and 
the Harris enforcement measure.

EX-SOLDIERS MAY 
WEAR UNIFORMS 


Army Men in Doubt if Employment 
Official Can Prevent Peddlers 
From Wearing Suits 


San Francisco. -The dispute over the 
right of honorably discharged soldiers 
to wear thefr uniforms indefinitely 
after being mustered out was settled 
finally May 22, it is helieved, with the 


receipt of a letter by the State Bureau 
of Readjustnient from J. T. Kerr, act- 
ing adjutant general of the army. Gen- 
eral Kerr wrote that congress has 
granted the discharged soldier the 
right to wear his uniform until worn 
out so long as he displays the red chev- 
ron to distinguish him from the man 
still in the service. 

Later Colonel Lewis kK. Goodier, 
judge advocate of the Western Depart- 
ment, dug through the records for the 
law passed by the last congress, and 
which became. effective February 28, 
1919. 

This enactment does not restrict the 
wearing of the uniform as long as the 
red chevron is attached. 

Army men were sent scurrying for 
their records because of the interpreta: 
tion of Captain K. C. Wemple, who 
opened offices in the Flood building ten 
days ago as the field representative of 
the Emergency Employment Bureau, 
which is under the management of 
Arthur Woods, former police commis- 
sioner cf New York city, and now 
special assistant to the secretary of 
war, 

Wemple exhibited instructions he 
said he had received from the office of 
the secretary of war advising that the 
federal statutes forbade discharged men 
from wearing a uniform regularly after 
ihey had reached their homes and per- 
mitted the wearing of uniforms after 
that only upon occasions of ceremony, 
Congress permitted the soldier to keep 
his uniform as a souvenir only, and! 
not to ve worn, they add, 

However, despite these instructions. 
Wemple said his office would not. mo- 
lest any wearing the uniform unless 
they were commercializing it through 
peddling or soliciting, 

Army men believe the Washington 
authorities directing the activities of 
Captain Wemple were thrown off the 
right track by reading War Department 
Circular No. 85, 1919, which was issued 
February 19 or just nine days before 
the new law took effect. This circular 
followed specifically the interpretation 
of the law as given by Captain Wem- 
ple’s office. But naturally it was su- 
perseded by the new cougressional en- 
actment, 

Another fine point of the military 
law was raised when army men ex- 
pressed doubt as to whether Captain 
Wemple can prevent the commercializa- 
tion of the uniform, as the army au- 
thorities hold they have no jurisdic- 
tion over discharged soldiers whether 
they wear the uniform or not. 

As long as a discharged uniformed 
man breaks none of the laws of the 
United States, or of the state, nor vio- 
lates any of the city ordinances, grave 
fears were expressed as to whether 
Captain Wemple could molest them, 
even though extreme cases were met 
with. They add that the only remedy 
for the difficulty is through public 
opinion and educating the public not 
‘oO patronize a peddler merely because 
he wears a uniform. 


MOONSHINERS IN VA, T00 
MANY FOR REVENUE MEN 


Roanoke, Va.--Kighteen raiding of- 
ficers of the federal government are 
now attempting to cover the entire 
state of Virginia in the suppression of 
moonshining. They are finding plenty 
of work to do, according to the best 
information available, and dozens of 
blockade outfits have been cut up with- 
in the past few weeks. Counties where 
a moonshine still a few years ago was 
a curiosity are now dotted with illicit 
plants. 

Not a growing spirit of defiance to 
prohibition but the desire for profits 
is credited by revenue officers with be- 
ing the cause of the prevalence of 
moowshine stills. A bushel of meal 
Will make about three gallons of 
whiskey. This stuff is retailing in the 
cities for ten dollars per quart, which 
makes a bushel of meal made into 
whiskey worth $120, fifty times its 
value if sold in original form. 

It is asserted that the entire reve- 
nue force of Virginia might be used 
to advantage in one county alone in 
some _ sections. In the absence of 
needed help the present force is being 
scattere into various sections and is 
reinforced by state offieers and local 
police.
